Johnson today signed tho bill providing 
for the sixteen-hour day for 
railroad 


men engaged tn the operating of trains, 
dispa telling trains or telegraph 
oper- 


ators. 
TJiIa act places on the statute 


books of the State a law which con- 
forms to the national requirement of 
railroads not to work their men more 
than sixteen hours on any day, and also 
that he shall have eighteen hours' rest 
between such shifts. 


The dairy bureau bill—Senate 
453— 


was signed by the Governor today. It 
prohibits the sale of 'oleomargarine ex- 
cept when properly and plainly labeled 
as such. 


S. B. 992 was signed today by Gov- 


ernor Johnson. 
This is known as the 


"personal ' brokerage foill!' and 
applies 


to those engaged in loaning money on 
personal property. 
Fines of $50 or up 


as high as $500 and Imprisonment from 
ten days to six months are provided in 
the act, which limits the rate of inter- 
est on loans to 2 per cent a month.

But there is little mar- 
ket for the high-priced miniature work 
which was his special forte, and whila 
his genius was recognized by men like 
William Keith ond.Xay.ior Martinez, and 
by eastern artists, his profession was 
not a lucrative one.

resignation of President Diaz as a 
necessary preliminary to the signing 
of a peace pact. 


This admission was so startling that 


the representative repeated the words 
to General Madero and asked if that 
was the statement he wished to make 
He replied that the statement 
was 
correct, and added: 


"It 'has been said that I sent an ul- 


timatum to President Diaz, insisting j 
that he must resign. I did not do.so.J 
I would like to see the revolution, end! 
peacefully. 
I want no further bTood-J 


shed. I have always been willing to 
make concessions to bring the war 
an end and there Ls no personal sac 
fice I would not make. It 
must 


borne in mind, however, that thero 
can be no peace the" terms' of which 
are not satisfactory to" the Mexican 
people. 


AUj \VAXT PEACE. 


"All my officers are-In perfect ac- 


cord with my views. Xot one will try- 
to continue the rebellion if he finds 
that honorable terms are to be had, 
and that the people of Mexico 
will 


receive those rights guaranteed by the 
constitution. When I say that my of- 
ficers agree with me. 
It . includes 


Pancho Villa. 
Villa, like the rest of 


us, is fighting for a principle, not for 
the love of fighting." 


General Madero grave out the Inter- 


view after an early morning meeting 
with his subordinate chiefs, Blanco, 
Salazar, Villa, Garibaldi and Orozeo.

A few years ago a servant girl in New.York City became famous as 


"Typhoid Mary." 
She was;a competent housemaid but, wherever she 


^ent, she left typhoid fever behind her. She was so filled with the 
germs that she imperiled the lite of every family that employed her. 
The saloon is the "Typhoid Mary" of civilization. It is a.good servant, 
fulfilling a needed social function—but, wherever it goes, it carries evils 
worse than typhoid fever.

Reciprocity and the Course of Trade. 


Discussing the subject of the rural decline of .the State, of Ver- 


mont which is primarily, and even today, an agricultural State, and 
the causes which have resulted in its decline, the Springfield Repub- 
lican repudiates the suggestion, of a reviewer in the Boston Tran- 
script that these causes are the absence of a sea coast, no waterway 
,'facilities, a severe climate, exhausted soil and limited mineral re- 
'sources, but suggests that its failure to grow in sixty years or more 
'is due to a national political .and .economic policy-which has devel- 
oped the great traveled highways of the nation so as to run ex- 
clusively east and west. Vermont has, in other words, retrogressed 
•because she has been sidetracked and isolated by artificial barriers 
'to trade and commerce. The Republican claims that, the Canadian 
-reciprocity agreement now pending before Congress;'at Washington 
'.will remove much of this artificial barrier, on the ground/ that com- 
'inerce will move freely ever the natural'highways of Vermont which 
extend north and south. "And as commerce from without the State. 
moves in larger volume through it," the Republican adds,-"trade 
and industry within the State wi!l increase and the whole life of the 
State will be quickened." 


The point made is that the reciprocity agreement with Canada will 


have the tendency of developing a north and south trade of corre- 
sponding value to the east and west trade, which is now exclusively 
enjoyed by those States that are traversed by the transcontinental 
railroads, and that this new development in the-course of trade will 
immensely benefit Vermont and all other States contiguous to the 
Canadian provinces. If that assumption is sound, then the ratifica- 
tion of the -agreement ought to be beneficial to all of the Pacific States 
by developing reciprocal trade between.- them and the Canadian 
provinces of Alberta and British Columbia, both of which are now 
attracting a large immigration. Their rich agricultural lands are 
eminently, well adapted to grain culture and to cattle raising, both 
of which industries have been steadily declining for years in the 
Pacific States. The land has, however, been turned over to mqre 
profitable uses—to the production of. crops which the .Canadian 
provinces cannot raise, but for which a demand will exist at once 
and grow proportionately with the increase of their population. We 
want what they can produce and they will open a good market for 
what we are producing. 
The reciprocity agreement ought, there- 


fore, to be mutually profitable. 


The farmers in the eastern end of Alameda county have- joined 


in earnest in the war of extermination instituted against.the ground 
squirrel in whose furry coat the sewer rat flea, which is held respon- 
sible for the spreading of the bubonic plague, is said to have taken 
refuge. The extermination of the ground squirrel will remove un- 
questionably one of the most destructive pests afflicting the farmers. 
Whether the war which has been started will have the same effect 
on the plague-stricken rat flea remains to be seen. In the interest 
of the rodent-killing industry which has developed during the past 
five years, it will probably be discovered that the nimble flea has 
adopted as its habitat the hide -of some other numerous fur-coated 
tribe. The industry is too profitable to be allowed to sink into a 
state of innocuous desuetude. 


The Los Angeles Times has found it necessary to start a cam- 


paign to educate its readers in the correct pronunciation of the name 
of the city. It has, therefore, introduced this legend which remains 
standing at the head of its editorial column—"LOS ANGELES

me sick, I think. I forgot where father 
was after we had been fighting a Ions 
time. ' I .was helping some poor men, who 
had fallen right where the bullets were 
-falling:. I wanted to got them out of th<9 
way. 
It seemed like I could hear my 


father calling me from away off; my ears 
were ringing: a bit and and It was Just 
like a dream. 
Then the Federals were 


all around us and I looked and my fath- 
er "was not anywhere. 
Soon the soldiers 


took up to the Jail. They gave me plen- 
ty to eat and put me in a cell by my- 
self, and when they were ready to take 
the other prisoners to Chihuahua th« 
General asked me if I would come to El 
Paso If he would let me go. He said I 
must not fight again. 


''After we started fighting—it was so 


early in the morning that I was very 
sleepy—Jt seemed Just like a dream. 
I 


have seen pictures of fighting, where men 
had their heads tied up and their legs 
shot off and cannon balls were bursting 
Jn the air, but ours all seemed different; 
It wa& so cruel. Bullets that came from 
we did not know where would strike 
some poor man in Tthe head or otomach 
and he would falL 
Hft couldn't sea who 


shot him. 


DEADLY WORK OF CANNON. 


"We could hear a cannot away off anS 


a big solid piece of iron would strike ona 
of the houses where our men -were con- 
cealed and tear it to pieces. We didn't 
see any of the soldiers much until the 
very last. I had been shooting a long 
time, but my pistols didn't do much 
good, as I couldn't see anybody to shoot 
at until a long time after the fighting 
had started, Just when our men began 
to fall back, 


"After we had fought awhile I forgot 


all about fighting and went to work to 
help the wounded rn«n, for they did eo 
much need to have help. 
I gave them 


water and tore off Eome of my skirts, but 
if I had, torn up my clothes to bandage 
all their wounds I would not have had 
any clothing left.**

SAN FRANCISCO, April 22. — Ac- 


cused of attempting to break into a 
peaceful residence in violation of h}s

This statement led to an Investi- 
gation, and it "was discovered ' that 
Giles was dismissed three days 
ago 
because of symptoms of insanity. 


The Director of Nobel Institute. 


Takes issue With Theory 


of Planet Life. 


BOSTON. April 22. — Dr. Svante 
Arrhenius, director' of the 
famous 
Nobel institute in Stockholm, who Is 
now In Boston, has joined the contro- 
versy as to whether Mars is inhabit- 
ed. 
Lecturing before the Lowell in- 
stitute,'he declared that the so-calle.d 
canals on Mars are like certain earth- 
quake lines on the earth, and while 
it is not proved that there la no water 
vapor on Mars, there is every reason 
to think that there is only a very 
small quantity—not sufficient for the 
support of life. 
The 
speaker 
compared 
certain 
earthquake lines in the Calabrian dis- 
trict of Italy with similar 
straight 
lines, in pairs, shown on Mars. 
As 
for the oasis that 
some 
scientists 
claim to have discovered on Mars. Dr. 
Arrhenius said that at intersections 
ctf ordinary earthquake slips there are 
centers of subsidence.
